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1993 Legislative Update 


The following includes those bills which were passed in the 1993 legislative session and have 
been signed by the Governor. 


Public Act 93-367 AAC the Recycled Content of Paper Purchased by the 

State and Improvement of Recycling Markets 
Directs the state to establish a minimum postconsumer content for purchases of 
recycled paper consistent with U.S. EPA guidelines, effective August 1, 1994. Revises 
state procurement guidelines for other materials to incorporate U.S. EPA guidelines 
for minimum recycled content. These guidelines will favor recycled products and 
materials when available. State agencies may not exceed an aggregate 10% price 
preference for all purchases of recycled materials in any fiscal year. 


Public Act 93-423: AAC the State Recycling Goal (hb 5922) 
Revises subsection (a) of section 22a-241b to increase the state goal of recycling to 
40% by January 1, 2000. It is the intent of the legislature that this additional 
15% reduction be achieved through recycling and source reduction or a combination 
of both. This legislation does not require municipalities to enforce source reduction. 
Section 2 stipulates that, after October 1, 1995, no resources recovery facility or solid 


waste facility permitted under chapter 446d of the general statues may accept grass 
clippings for disposal. 


Special Act 93-2: AAC Authorizations of Bonds of the State for Capital 

Improvements and Various Purposes. : 
Appropriates $1,500,000 over a 2-year period (FY 93-94 & 94-95) for a grants-in-aid 
program to assist municipalities to establish permanent, regional Household 
Hazardous Waste (HHW) collection facilities. The maximum grant will be $250,000 
per region. To be eligible, regions must include a minimum of 5 towns. 


HHW Permanent Facility Grant Guidelines Now Available 


To encourage the siting of permanent, regional HHW collection facilities, state bond funds 
have been authorized for groups of 5 or more towns who wish to build a facility. Grants of 
up to $250,000 will be awarded. To receive a copy of the grant guidelines, contact Tom 
Metzner at 566-8722.
